The Emperor Nero is alleged 
to have played the fiddle, or its 
first century equivalent, while | 
Rome was burning. While events 
in Europe are rushing towards 
their terrific and world-shaking 
climax, Mr. Eamon de Valera 
continues to talk about the Irish 
language. The Taoiseach is a 
remarkable man. He prides 
himself, with some justice, upon 
his consistency—a quality .which 
has been described as the hob- 
goblin of little minds; and it 
cann@t be gainsaid that in every- 
thing relating to the Irish 
language he is almost grotesquely 
consistent, His public utterances 
during the last couple of years 
must be unique of their. kind. 
He is the political chief of a 
country that has made not 
unworthy contributions to Euro- 
pean and world history. Yet, if 
Macaulay's New Zealander or 
his successor should visit Dublin 
a couple of centuries hence, and 
come across the printed reports 
of Mr. de Valera’s speeches, he 
never would guess that they were 
made at the height of a world 
war. The revival of the Irish 
language has become an obsession 
with Mr, de Valera. He does 
not seem at all to be perturbed 
by the fact that after more than 
twenty years of intensive effort 
the Government's language policy 
is as far from fulfilment as ever 
it was. Some people are inclined 
to think that the official revival 
of Irish began with Fianna Fail’s 
advent to power ; the fact is that 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government was 
every bit as enthusiastic as that 
of Mr. de Valera. The classic 
formule “A Chara” and “ Mise 
le meas” were invented in the 


early days of the Irish Free State, 


and Mr. Cosgrave’s Education 
Minister was responsible for the 
introduction of “compulsory 
Irish ” into the schools. Can any 
sane man argue that the progress 
which has been made during 
those twenty-two years has been 
in any way commensurate with 
the amount of energy and’ public 
money that has been expended in 
this romantic but visionary experi- 
ment? - Yet, speaking in the 
Atheneum at Enniscorthy on 
Sunday, the Taoiseach re-affirmed 
his Government’s resolve, not 
only to persist in its Irish policy, 
but even to intensify the measures 
that have been taken to induce 
the people of this country to 
return to the language of their 
medizval forebears. Hitherto the 
main effort has been made in the 
schools, secondary as well as 
primary, with results that are 
painfully clear to the majority of 
Irish parents. Now Mr. de Valera 
expects the universities to take up 
the running—or rather, one ought 
to say, the limping; for the 
movement is advancing at best 
with stumbling gait. An attempt 
is about to be made to persuade 
every Irish citizen to employ the 
Gaelic form of his name, and 
any legal difficulties that may 
stand ín the way will be removed 
by an Act of Parliament. Accord- 
ing to Mr. de Valera, the Minister 
for Education and his inspectors 
are satisfied that the work which 
is being done for Irish in the 
schools not only is not injuring 
the children, but is conferring 
positive benefits upon them. We 
should be interested to hear the 


Fi views of the average parent on 


this point. 

We hesitate to obtrude prosaic 
and even vulgar. considerations 
upon the idyllic serenity of Mr. 
de Valera’s daydreams. Idealism 
is at a discount nowadays; and it 
is refreshing to find in the midst 
of Europe’s warring welter a 
statesman who is prepared to 
ignore facts and revel in the 
luxury of linguistic fantasy. Un- 
happily, however, we are living 
in a hard world, which is likely 
to become harder. Ireland, in 
common with every other Euro- 
pean country, is facing an un- 
certain future. Her young men 
may continue to see visions and 
her old men to dream dreams; 
but in the meantime young and 
old. alike must solve the oldest 
and, in many respects, the most 
difficult of all problems—namely, 
how to obtain three meals a day. 
Assuredly, this problem will not 
be solved through the medium of 
Irish. One day the war must 
come to an end. As matters stand 
at present, the actual fighting in 
Europe may finish far more 
quickly than could have seemed 
to be possible a few months ago. 
Mr. de Valera, or his 
Government, laid any plans for 
the post-war development of the 
country? To deal with one 
aspect of the problem alone 
would provide most ‘Governments 
with almost a whole-time job. 
We refer té the return to this 
country of the many thousands 
of young people who, during the 
war, have found work elsewh@re. 
What does the Government pro- 
pose to do for them when they 
come back? They cannot all be 
given jobs as teachers of Irish; 
many of them, indeed, probably 
will have lost the bids during 
their enforced, if not altogether 
unlucrative, exile, While they 
have been away they may— 
er may not—have become 
accustomed to. moral standards 
lower than those which exist 
on their nf&tive heath; but 
they have been getting enough to 
eat, they have been able to clothe 
themselves decently, and they 
have been living in surroundings 
of comparative comfort, How 
can all these persons be absorbed 
into Ireland's economic life? 
This question sooner or later 
must be answered. So far as 
ata ets Sas ee 
Taoiseach’s speeches, w y 
ask for bread they age nee 
possibly not a stone, but a series 
of free lessons in the Irish 
language. Will they be satisfied? 


Will their relatives at home be

umstan 
‘itself, with the manifold ques- 


tions of economic policy with 
which it is about to be faced. 
The Government, for all we 
know, may be equally far-seeing; 
but so far, at any rate, none of 
our Ministers, and least of all the 
Taoiseach, has given the people 
any inkling of what is afoot. If 
public ‘speeches afford any 
criterion of the trends of Govern- 
ment policy, the only thing that. 
really matters is the Irish 
language. One of these days 
somebody in this country will be. 
brought to earth ‘with a heavy 
bump. 


Mehr Licht 


On the night of September 17th 
the lights will go up in Britain. 
There will be no bonfires on the 
village greens, and householders 
will be discouraged, no doubt, 
from switching on arc lamps at 
their front gates; but the true 
“ black-out” will be over. No 
longer will it be necessary to stuff 
up every chink of the window 
with thick black cloth in case a 
single cheery beam might escape. 
The hotels will remove the stern 
notices bidding every visitor to 
pull down the blind before turn- 
ing on the light—notices which, 
of course, were quite illegible 
until the light was on. In the 
streets “ modified lighting” will 
replace the former Stygian gloom; 
the pedestrian will walk once 
more in comparative safety. 
Nothing, one may believe, could 
give more joy to the hearts of the 
people of Britain than this 
relaxation of the “ black-out” 
regulations. Only those who have 
experienced the inky blackness of 
a city without lights can appre- 
ciate how depressing it is to the 
spirit. The streets are like great 
chasms of Hades; the ground is 
‘no longer solid, but may vanish 
from beneath the feet: at any 
instant; on every side lurk 
monsters that dart out, with 
muffled lights and the most per- 
functory of warnings, to mow 
down the unsuspecting — road- 
crosser. The whole city changes 
its familiar, friendly, day-time 
aspect, and becomes a strange 
place, full of threats and horrors. 
On September 17th, however, 
all that will be over. Children 
who have known no lights but 
such as were “ blacked-out” will 
see, for the first time, the use of 
lamp-posts, and will cry aloud 
with surprise at the beauty of a 
curtained window, with the light 
glowing from within. Everybody 
will feel as if the first ray of 
peace had stolen into a world stilt 
tortured by war. Here in 
Dublin we have known nothing 
worse than the inconvenience of 
the “dim-out.” May one hope 
that, if the electricity supply per- 
mits, some increase of street 
lighting may be permitted during 
the coming winter? Last year 
the darkness of the suburban 
roads was nothing less than an 
invitation to robbery; and ‘the 
invitation was accepted rather too 
often. May we not call now for 
the boon of mehr Licht?

LACE ” 


THIS play comes to the Gaiety 
Theatre, Dublin, with a record 
of tremendous success behind it. and 
this production makes one feel that

ám the longest and most consistent 
augh that has been heafd in the 
theatre for years; it is likely to con- 
tinue its triumphant course for many 
years to come. 

Described merely as a “ homidical 


proportions of the great farcical 
comedies, and the best reason for 
this which one can give is that it is 
a brilliant piece of playwriting. One 
might think that, as it begins, it was

One salutes: this finest of all plays 
of its kind, and feels in it the some- 
thing more that makes it what it is.

OBITUARY 


MR. KEVIN KEARY 


The death of Mr. Kevin O’C. 
Keary, of Lower Fitzwilliam street, 
Dublin, took place yesterday in a 
Dublin hospital. Mr. Keary, who 
came from Belfast, had been re- 
siding in Dublin for almost twenty 
years. He was a graduate of the 
National University, and for some 
years Secretary of the Students’ Re- 
presentative Council. In the Col- 
lege he won the President’s Gold 
Medal for oratory, and was a mem- 
ber of many of the College 
Societies. He had travelled exten- 
sively, and was associated with the 
management of Bovril (Eire), Ltd 
Mr. Keary was about thirty years 
old and unmarried. 


CATHOLIC EDITOR’S 
BOOK BANNED 


Among the latest books banned in 
Fire under the Censorship of 
Publications Act (1929) is “The 
Shrine,” by John Nugent, a pen 
name used by Count Michael de la 
Bedoyére, Editor of the Catholic 
Herald. 

The book was banned under a 
clause in the Censorship Act: “In 
its general tendency, indecent and 
obscene.” 

A son of Vicomte de la Bedoyére, 
the author has several publications 
to his credit, notably “ Christianity 
In a Crisis,” “ Drift of Democracy ” 
and “A Catholic Looks’ at the 
World.” He wrote a biography of 
Lafayette and one of George 
Washington. 

He was educatéd at Stonyhurst 
and Oxford, and was a lecturer in 
philosophy at the University of 
Minnesota. He is a former editor 
of the Dublin view. He is 44 
years of age, is married, and lives at 
Chilfort St. Peter’s, Buckingham- 
shire. The banned book was 
published by the comparatively new 
firm of Andrew Dakers. 

The book was sin circulation in 
Dublin at the time of the banning, 
and was said by one firm of book- 
sellers to be a “ best-seller.” 

Replying to a query from an 
Irish Times reporter, a member of 
the Censorship of Publications 
Board said that a complaint was 
received that the general tendency 
of the book was indecent. “ Under 
the terms of the Act,” he said, “no 
other verdict could be given by the 
Board, and the verdict “was 
unanimous.”
